;- Gentlemen .connected with the executive 
^epartmentsA'are' often inrpriaed;.at the 
s patch es sent from Washington and the 
piti,cisi^w?b^^b'ey;^ 
Quite, a breere bos .been /created in some 
very ,'res pec table newspapers over tbe an- 
nouncement that tbe Government will not 
allow.' the wreck/of tbe Maine! lying in the 
harbor of Havana to be raised arid, re- 
moved, even after tbe contractor has paid 
the Cuban government for the privilege. 
Letters have been received at tho Navy 
Department asking- if this can be true. 
Why the public should take such an in- 
terest in a, mass of twisted and rusted 
wnrthleaa iron is hard to understand, 
'there are those who contend that the 
Maine has been abandoned by. the United 
States and that it now belongs to Cuba 
nnd therefore the President- has no right 
to interfere in the matter ofyits removal. 
A* -correspondent called yeBterday upon 
Judge Advocate Darling, of the Navy; to 
gat the government's view of the matter, 
the question having been referred to him 
for an opinion, ; He very frankly eaid that 
in reply tb on jnqairy "from the contractor 
he gave it as hia opinion that ".the wrack 
still belongs to tbo Government and before 
it can be* disposed of it will be necessary 
for Congress to take action." This opinion' 
is not a command, and the contractor can 
go. on with his work it. he thinks best. It 
probably be a Inngi'^ime. before Can- 
as will consent to have the wreck raised. 



Fonnl In Underbrush South of Xe- 
nosha— Had Been Mlssinsc From* 
Hie Home Three Months ' 

.-' Exposed alternately to the blistering sun 
and the vapors arising from the dank 
marshes, the. body of aged James Horry 
was found oh the lake shore' two miles 
south of KenoBb'a late Saturday night. 
'The remains were in an advanced atate 
of putrefaction, practically only the Skele- 
ton and the clothes being left. The body 
was found deep in the bushes on the lake 
shore by a German land, owner. 

The finding of the body clears up n com- 
plex, mystery that for three months bos 
baffled the combined police forces of Lake 
and .Kenosha counties. 

Harry disappeared , from the Conolly 
form at Winthrop Harbor, where he - was 
staying with Ed Pienbn, the care taker, 
about ten weeks ago. He won 72 years of 
uge'and beyond any arduous labor, so that 
his mysterious disappearance was attended 
with the utmost anxiety on the part 'of 
friends and relatives. At ' first it waa 
though be was. visiting with his brother 
Joseph and friends lin Kenosha,, but when 
It was learned that ho was not there, a 
search began that haa never lapsed for a 
single moment.. 

Harry was an old lake sailor, and was 
quite a picturesque character in his .way. 
It is supposed that the body lay in its 
hiding place abbut eight weeks, which 
would account for its utter decomposition, 
Abbot two months ago a Kenosha news- 
paper, reporte r met Harry on the street at 
dusk. That was the lost time he was Been 
by. mortal man. His actions niter that are 
completely swallowed up in mystery, and 
nothing further was learned of him uotil 
the finding of the body. 
;' Identification waa mode complete by 
means of tbe dead man's clothes, hat meer- 
schaum: pipe and an open-faced silver 
watch.' The effects: were identified by rel- 
atives of the dead mail and the body taken 
to Kenosha where an inquent held and 
interment took place. ■ 

There are- utterly no evidences that 
Harry . committed auicide as he bore no 
weapons whatever, and so far as is .known 
hnrtdo cause for self destruction.— v 
! On the other hand it : is* stated'^reliably 
that there are no traces of foul play.y How 
ever so decayed were the. remains that any 
certainty in this' regard is impossible, 
practically only the cloath enwrapped 
skeleton being found in the . underbrush. 
'.{' In all probibility the old man died either 
from exposure among tbe wastes of the 
north ebore or from purely natuol causes 
gowing out of his many years. 

However an impentrable veil hangs over 
tbe old Bailors fate, even the cause of his 
sudden disappearance being unknown.

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Six Thousand ' Carpenters lacked Ont

All carpenters employed lu New York 
by the. Muster Carpenters' Association 
have been locked out by order of the 
hoard of governors of the Bufldlug 
Trades Employers' Association. The 
lockout tics up LjWji carpenter work qd 
every large build fnSrln the borough, and 
Involves between 5^p0 and 0,000 men. 
This Is the first tlmje since the accept- 
ance several months ogo of the arbitra- 
tion agreement of the Building Trades 
Employers' Association that there has 
been a general lockout of any kind. , 

Tho carpenters locked out belong to the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and tho trou- 
ble Is owing to the violation of tho ar- 
bitration agreement by carpenters strik- 
ing on n contract held hy oue firm hold- 
ing membership lu the Master Carpen- 
ters' Association. The trouble was about 
tho handling of non-union wood. Twelve 
men struck on the building about six 
weeks ago. Tho men were ordered to re- 
turn to work pending a settlement and 
did so, but more men were required as 
tbo work progressed and there was more 
friction, which ended in another strike. 
J Tho men wero ordered to return to 
work n second time, but only the twelvo 
men who originally struck returned to 
work. Tho board of governors of the 
employers' association met again and 
guve the carpenters a fixed time on 
which to return..

Crossing the lino had cured him of many 
early prejudices*, he soon snw very clear- 
ly that tho best and quickest way of 
making money was the annuo In (he trop- 
ica an In Europe — by buying and selling 
men. He made a descent on the Afivnn 
coasts and bargained for negroes and 
other goods in demand In inrious mar- 
kets. Ho threw himself heart and soul 
into hln business, and thought n( nothing 
else. He set one clear nlm before him, 
to reappear in Purls, and to dazzle the 
world .there with his wealth, to attain 
a pwdllon even higher tlinu the one from 
which he had fallen. 

By dint of rubbing shoulders with 
many "men, traveling In many lands, com- 
.Inj; in contnet with various ciiHtomK, his 
. code had been relaxed. His notion* of 
right and wrong become loss rltfld when 
! ha found that what was looked upon as 
a crime In one country was held up to 
admiration In another. Ho muw that ev- 
ery one was working for himself, that 
.•disinterestedness waa rarely to be met 
with, and grew selfish and suspicious; 
tho hereditary' fallings of the Gruudcts 
. icarno out in him — the hardness, the 
Shiftiness, and, the greed of gain. He 
iBoId Chinese coolies, negro slaves, ewal- 
:low nests, children, artists, anything 
'- mid everything -that brought in money. 
:I-I*» boenmo n money lender on a large 
lucale. Long practice. In cheating tho cus- 
toms nuthoritles had made him unscrupu- 
lous Iti other ways. 

During his first voyage Eugenie's pure 
innd nob lo fa to had been with him; he 
Ihnd attributed his first success to u kind 
'of mnglcal efficacy possessed by her 
.prayers! but as time went on, adventures 
fin many lands completely effaced alt rec- 
lollectlon of his cousin, of tho old house, 
jof.tho hencli, and of thekiss that lie had 
ukuatched An tie pattage. He remem- 



bered nothing but , the ..little garden shut 
in by Its crumbling wails where ho had 
learned tho fnto thnt, lay In store for 
lilru; but lie rejected all connection with, 
the family. His uncle; was au old fox 
who hnd filched his/jewels.

Such conduct and such Ideas explain- 
ed Onirics Grandet's silence. In the 
East Indies, on the const of Africa, nt 
Lisbon, In the United Stnl.es, Charles 
Grnndet the adventurer wob known ns 
Carl Sephcrd, n pseudonym which he as- 
sumed bo ns not to compromise his* rani 
name, Carl Sepherd could be Indefati- 
gable, brazen and greedy of gain; could 
conduct himself, In short, like a man 
who resolves to make a fortune no mat- 
ter what war, and makes haste to hare 
done with villainy as soon as possible, 
In order to lire respected for the rest of 
his days. 

With such methods his career of pros- 
perity was' rapid mid brilliant, and In 
1827 he relumed to Bordeaux on board 
a fine brig belonging to n Royalist firm, 
He had nineteen hundred thousand 
francB with iiim in gold dust, carefully 
secreted In three strong casks: he hoped 
to sell it to the Paris mint, and. to make 
eight per cent on the transaction. There 
was also on board the brig a gcntlc- 
mau-ln-ordlnary to his Mnjesty Charley 
X., a M. d'Aubrlon, a worthy old mnn 
who had been rash enough to marry a 
woman of- fnshion whose money came 
from estates In tho West India Inland*. 
Mme. d'Aubrion'B reckless extrnvagnnce 
had obliged him to go out to tlie Indies' 
to cell her property. , M, and Mme. 
d'Aubrlon were uow in straitened cir- 
cumstances. They had a bare twenty 
thousand francs of Income and a daugh- 
ter, a very piain girl, whom her mother 
mads up her mind to marry without a 
dowry.

Report s of Damnire to 1'rJnclpnl Ce- 
rent* Kllow a Dccrcflwe. 

Following 1b the summary of the 
weather bureau weukly'-crop report; 

East of the ltocky Mountains the tem- 
perature during the week wns highly 
favorable, hut hi the Pacific coast States 
and over the western portions of the mid- 
dle and northern plateau districts It wns 
unseasonably cool, with frosty on the 13th 
In Waslilugon aud Oregon. Too much 
rain hindered form work In the central 
gulf districts, aud In parts of the Ohio 
valley and middle Atlantic Slates, while 
need of rain Is begin ti lug to ha felt lu 
northern New England, portions of tho 
Carol ina a, over the greater part of Texas 
and In southern Colorado.' Drought bus 
liceu' relieved In the north Pacific coast 
districts, but emit limes with in creased 
severity In the southern plateau region. 

Corn hnd- exceptionally favorable 
weather and made rapid growth. In the 
Missouri valley and parts of the upper 
Ohio valley and middle Atlantic States 
corn has, however, suffered somewhat 
from lack 'of cultivation, nnd In Texas 
the late plant Is being injured by drought. 

Better weather for harvesting wheat 
prevailed than Inst week, and tills work 
mads generally satisfactory progress, al- 
though stilt delayed by moisture In parts 
of Kmmns nnd tlie Ohio valley. Harvest- 
ing is practically completed In Missouri 
and Nebraska, and Is well advanced In 
the Ohio valley and the northern part of 
the middle Atlantic States. As a whole 
both early .and late spring wheat have 
advanced satisfactorily, the least favor- 
able reports being received from northern 
Minnesota, where the crop on lowlands is 
thin and late. Some reports of injury 14 
rust are received from Nebraska, and In 
parts of South Dakota the outlook is 
somewhat less favorable titan previously 
Indicated. 

Reports ot'injury to oats by rust con- 
tinue from the Jowor Missouri valley, hut 
clue whore this crop has advanced favor- 
ably, 

Gov. Ferguson of Oklnltomn has got- 
ten Into a war with tho newspaper cor- 
respondents at Guthrie nnd Is making an 
effort to giro tho news of territorial mut- 
ters to a favored few.

Weymouth has found in shipping that 
Oklahoma melons bring from 60 centl 
to fl. a, crate more than the. market 
price In St..
